First cf Its Kind in Long Time. 

The Glencoe train robbery was the 
first crime of its kind committed in Mis- 
souri for 11 years. 

The robbers climbed aboard the Mis- 
sourl Pacific passenger train at Pacific, 
Franklin County, the night of Friday. 
Jan. 21. They were first seen by the 
engineer and fireman when they climbed 
over the tender near Glencoe, St. Louis 
County. 

One man with a crippled hand lev- 
eled a revolver at the engineer, 
but told him not to stop the train at 
that place. The engineer, having no 
means of resistance, ran the lecomotive 
on until a bridge beyond Glencoe was 
reached. He was about to stop on the

bridge, but the robbers commanded him 
not to do so, and he stopped just be- 
yond it. 

Looted the Mail Car. 

There the men—the engineer and fire- 
man saw but two—made them get out 
of the engine. Then firing shots at 
members of the crew and passengers, 
they went back and uncoupled the mail 
and express cars. With these they ran 
on to Castlewood station, near Valley 
Park. At Castlewood they stopped the 
engine and looted the mail car. They 
did not try to open the express safe. 

Their plunder was registered mail esti- 
mated at the time to amount to $10,000, 
but it was declared later to be smaller. 

Others Were Arrested. 

The search for the robbers was im- 
mediately begun by St. Louis County 
officers, by railroad detectives and by 
the Government inspectors. A number 
of arrests were made, but the men were 
all released, proving to be mostly harm- 
less hoboes. 

County officers had a “hot” clew two 
days after the robbery, which led them 
to the northern part of St. Louis Coun- 
ty on information obtained from a 
woman. No arrest was ever made as a 
result of’ this “tip,’’ and the Clayton 
officers dropped out of the case.

Detective Furlong Relates Glencoe Suspect’s 
Part in Leeds, Mo., Job and of Attempt 
to Reform Him.

Thomas Furlong, head of a private 
detective agency, helped arrest W. W. 
Lowe, under arrest as a suspect in the 
robbery of a Missouri Pacific train near 


Glencoe, Mo., 
robbery; and has been watching him 
ever since. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 


‘the detailed the story of Lowe's interest- 


ing career as train robber and locomo- 
tive engineer, and of how a confession 
of three robberies saved him from con- 
yiction. + 

After being abeent from St. Louis sev- 
eral years, during which he is believed 
to have been near Spokane, Wash., 
Lowe returned Jan. 2 and soon after- 
wards opened the Granite Building of- 
fice. He called on Detective Furlong 
several times before the Missouri Pa- 
cific train robbery, but never after- 
wards. 

About noon on Jan. 21, the day of the 
train robbery, Lowe went to Furlong’s 
office in the Chemical Building and 
learned that Furlong was in New York. 
He made an appointment with one of 
Furlong’s men to visit the office on the 
second Sunday after the robbery, but 
did not keep the appointment. 

Furlong Obtained Confession. 

Furlong arrested Lowe, following the 
Leeds robbery, in Kansas City, Sept. 
28, 1898, and after sweating him 11 days 
obtained a confession from him, impli- 
cating young Jesse James, also Jack 
Kennedy and Bill Ryan, veteran train 
robber. For making the confession, the 
indictment against Lowe was nollie 
prossed. Furlong, hoping to reform 
Lowe, befriended him in many ways, 
getting him a job as switchman in the 
train yards at St. Louis. 

“As. s00n as I heard of the Missouri 
Pacific robbery,” Furlong said, “and 
how it was done, I suspected Lowe did

There he 
got employment as an engineer. 

“One day he was angry at the conduc- 
tor of a freight train he was pulling. The 
conductor was an Irishman, and Lowe 
wanted to whip him or kill him. He de- 
cided to run away with the train and 
try to derail it and in that way kill the 
conductor. 

“He waited until he was approaching 
a rather steep hill on the line. Then 
he threw the throttle open, ordered the 
fireman to heap in the coal and turned 
her loose. In a little while the train 
was going like wildfire down the hill. 
The brakeman, not knowing what was 
the trouble, laid down on top of the 
cars and held on for life. The conduc- 
tor in the rear of the train was power- 
less to do anything. Lowe refused to 
heed any signals.

“After a thrilling ride down the hill, 
in which the chances seemed to be a 
thousand to one that the train would 
be derailed and everybody killed, Lowe 
brought it to a stop at a watering sta- 
tion. 

‘The conductor, white as a _ ghost, 
went to the engine and demanded to 
know what Lowe was doing. 

“©, I was just giving you a ride, 
damn you,’ Lowe answered. ‘Why didn't 
you hold me?’ 


“Lowe was fired for that and re- 
turned to the States. I think he has 
been all over the country, doing jobs 
wherever he could get an opportunity.

“Jesse James was acquitted of the 
Leeds train robbery. 

“Lowe admitted that he had partici- 
pated in two other robberies. He de- 
clared he wag not the leader, but I be- 
Heve he w 

“He had a wife and child and brought 
them with him to St. Louis. After com- 
ing here he changed his name to Wil- 
liam J. Warren. Subsequently he had 
trouble with his wife and she left him. 
I understand she is married again, 

“Lowe told me he was selling mining 
stock for the Alaska Investment and 
} Development Co., which is supposed to 
have headquarters at Port Townsend, 
Wash., and to operate dredges for placer 
mining near Nome, Alaska.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 11.—Opera-

April engagement in St.’ Louis will be 
opened with Geraldine Farrar tn ‘yWaa- 
ame Butterfly,”’ if the suggestion of 
John Lawrence Mauran, chairman of 
the executive board organized to insure 
a successful season in St. Louis, to An- 
dreas Dippel, administrative manager 


of the Metropolitan \Opera Company, 
ix followed. 

In a letter to Dippel, Chairman Mau- 
ran further suggests that “Faust,” 
which has not been heard in St. Louis 
in many years, and “Otello” be present- 
ec in preference to “Aida,” “La Bo- 
heme,” “Lohengrin” or “Rigoletto.” 
Mauran’s idea is to have a grand wind- 
up of the season with an opera in which 
Caruso is billed. 

A delegation of St. Louisans are in 
conference in. New York with Manager 
Dippel and Max Hirsch, treasurer of the 
opera organization, in an effort to get 
hom to extend the season from four 
to eight days. — 

St. Loulsuns to See Manager. 

The St. Loufsans selected to take part 
in the conference are Mrs. John _ MT. 
Davis and Edward A. Faust, chairman 
of the committee to select operas; 
Charles A. Stix, chairman of the pub- 
licity committee; George W.- Stmmons; 
chairman of the box auction committee, 
and Guy E. Golterman, director of the 
St. Louis season. David R. Francis, 
who ig a member of the advisory board, 
may also go into the conference. 

The letter from Chairman Mauran, 
which Dippel will read before receiving 
the committee, is in part as follows:

This is said with due consideration 
of the tremendous difference be- 
tween the two opera companies, but 
in the conviction that discrimina- 
tion recognizing this difference will 
not be shown by the public on which 
we must depend. The sentiment of 
our board is that the greatest card ’ 
you oan offer will be the presenta- 
tion of “Madama Butterfly’ on the 
opening night, if Farrar is heralded 
to appear therein. 

There seems to be a very general 
feeling that another hit would be the 
presentation of something new to St. 
Loulgans, and wWe should be giad 
of suggestions made by you to our 
committee. Further, it has been 
suggested that “‘Othello,”” and, per- 
haps, “Faust’’ might prove accept- 
able, as it has been a long time since 
they have been presented here. The 
truth is, we have had more of 
“Alda,” “La Boheme,” ‘Lohen- 
grin” and “Rigoletto” than any of 
the others ‘which the people are 
longing to hear. 


Working for Success. 
I feel sure you will appreciate the 


sincere spirit in which these sugges- 
tions are offered, the guarantee of 
which lies in the earnest work al- 
ready done and that planned by a 
committee of very representative 
music-loving citizens who are ex- 
ponding their time and energy to the 
end that the success of your season 
will insure its repetition. 

The St. Louis delegation will urge upon 
the Metropolitan managers, as an argu- 
ment to induce them to extend their 
season here, the fact that Tetrazzini sang 
in St, Louis to the greatest audience of 
her career, as well as the fact that the 
Boston Opera Company enjoyed packed 
houses for a week.

MAN'S FACE LEADS 
LAYER TO JAIL 


After Enduring Mental Tor- 
ture Ten Years Missouri 
Farmer Surrenders.

For 10 years Harvey Smith, an Ozark 
Mountain farmer, was haunted day and 
night by the face of the man he had 
killed in a quarrel in Kentucky. . The 
search for Smith had long since ceased, 
and he was secure from capture, but 
he could net escape the vision of the 
dead, and the remembrance ef the aw- 
ful moment which had- made him a 
fugitive. 

“In the despair of the jast few weeks, 
Smith tried to punish himself for his 
deed, and thrust his , hands into thorny 
bushes, that in the ensuing pain he 
might forget he was the slayer of a 
fellowman. 
His self-torture came to an end when 
he went to Springfield, Mo., a few days 
ago and gave himself up to the Chief 
of. Police. He spent Friday morning 
at the Union Station, in custody of of- 
ficers who are taking him from Spring- 
field to Mount Vernon, Ky. 

Willing to Be Punished. 
“Tt’ll make nmry mind easier to be tried 
among my old neighbors,” said Smith, 
“and tf they say I should be punished, 
I'll gladly take the “wnishment. No 
punishment could de equal to what I 
have al y gone through, but it will 
help we some to feel that the law has 
been satisfied.”’ 
Smith left a wife and a 2-months-old 
child in his hillside home at Mountain 
View, Texas County, when he left there 
for Springfield less than a week ago. He 
did not tell his wife that-he intended to 
give himself up at Springfield, for he 
was not sure he would do so. 
But when, ‘at the Frisco depot in 
Springfield, he saw & man in police uni- 
form gazing at his torn and scratched 
hands, the impulse to confess overcame 
him. At first he turned and ran from 
the man in blue, then, as the policeman 
followed him, he turned about and 
sobbingly asked to be locked up. 
“I killed Pleasant O’Neal 10 years ago

W YORK, Feb. i1.—Continuing 
their inquiry into the buying of inde- 
pendent telephone companies of the 
Middle West, the lawyers from Ohio 
and Missouri! have gotten a little nearer 
to the door of J. P. Morgan & Co. 

‘Do you intend calling Mr. Morgan?’ 
inquired Clarence Brown of Toledo, one 
of the counsel for the telephone inter- 
eats. 

“That is a question we are not in 
position to answer definitely at this 
time,” replied H. B. McGraw of Cleve- 
land for the independents. ‘We shal! 
want H. P. Davigon of the Morgan firm 
first, and then we can determine what 
other witnesses may be necessary. We 
are not looking for witnesses who know 
nothing about these transactions and 
cannot give us any tmformation.” 

“Then you would have just that kind 
of a witness in Mf. Morgan,” stated Mr, 
Brown. “I can assure you that his 
|personal knowledge of this business was 
confined to a very brief conversation, 
carried on in a taxicab with his partner, 
Mr. Davison. The latter reported in 
five minutes what he wag doing in the 
purchase of these companies, and Mr. 
Morgan said, ‘All right, go ahead; I 
mist keep a dinner engagement.’ ” 

That deal go 
volved $7,000,000. 

Trust Advanced 87,280,000. 

R. L. Day & Co. first purchased the 
Ohio and Indiana Independent com- 
panies with money loaned by the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co. Later, 
when the trust’s scheme for a holding 
company failed, R. L. Day & Co. turned 
over the properties to J. P. Morgan & 
Co., who now hold them. 

W. H. Remick of Day & Co. told 
how the trust advanced $7,280,000 to him 
to make the purchases from President 
Goff of the Cleveland Trust Co. and 
James 8. Brailey Jr., former leader of 
the independent forces. On Dec. 8 he 
received a telephone message from Mr. 
Davison asking him to call at the ‘Mor- 
gan office. He did so and after very 
brief negotiations, turned over the se- 
curities at an advance in price that 
netted him about $65,000 commission. 

One independent company, however, 
was exempted from the sale. That was 
the one operating at Huntington, W. 
Va. He sold that for $75,310 to State 
Senator E. W. Wakelee of New Jer- 
sey, and it has since passed into con- 
trol of the Bouthern Belt Telephone Co. 


| It did not transpire how Senator Wake- 


lee came into the deal, or who he rep- 
resented, 


Mr. Remick received from Morgan & 
Co. a cheek for $7,190,000, drawn on the 
National Park Bank. He deposited this 
with the Knickerbocker Trust Co. and 
the same day drew a check for $7,000,000 
to repay the telephone company for the 
advances made to him in the original 
B | ecvancee Later on he settled up for 
the Huntington company and the inter- 
est account with another payment to 
the American company of $280,000. 

Emphatic denial wag made by Mr. 
Remick that there was any collusion 
between the telephone :s:ompany and 
Morgan & Co. in the purchase, or that 
he disclosed the identity of the real 
owner and purchaser to either of them 
during the negotiations. 

“Did Mr. Davison or anyone else in 
Morgan & Co. make any inquiry as to 
the nature of the properties, their con- 
dition or their earning power?” asked 
Mr. McGraw. 

“They did not,” replied Mr. Remick. 
“I delivered to them igter data con- 
cerning the properties.’ 

Business Done by Clerks. “ 

It developed that the negotiations for 
the $7,000,000 deal were confined to a 
single brief interview of about fiye 
minutes with Mr. Davison. In the sub- 
eequent visits he did not even see a 
Morgan paftner, but only clerks. It was 
® clerk who telephoned him next day a 
formal acceptance of the terms. He 
delivered the miliions of securities to a 
clerk and received from Clerk Joyce a 
check for $7,190,000. 

The only investigation or examination 
made by the Morgan firm into the prop- 
erties during the negotiations was to 
count over the securities delivered to see 
that all were there.

‘he had killed himself, although the po- 
lice were dubious owing to the manner 
in which the body was posed after death. 
Owens was seated in a chair and his 
feet were on a desk. His revolver was 
in his right hand which rested on the 
desk. 

Information contained in an anony- 
mous letter received by Chief Creeoy 
Thursday evening hints that Owens was 
perhaps murdered.. He was 65, years 
old and lived with a son ana daughter 
at 7152 Lanham avenue. 

In the first place, the writer states, 
Owens had no reason to end his life. 
He was contented with his home and 
business relations and enjoyed good 
health, He was not a fatalist, had 
habits conducive to longevity ana often 
argued against self-destruction. 

Money as a possible motive for the 
murder of Owens is referred to in the 
communication.
